Tschritter gets big boost 
on Chinese prime-time TV

While Didshury resident 
Kelly Tschritter is from a 
musical family, she only 
started getting passionate 
about music in her mid 
20s. 

“My parents were both 
musicians. Growing up, 
they were both profes¬ 
sionals for 20 years. It was 
sort of their thing,” she 
.said. 

“1 was not really into it. 
We .sang at home for fun 
hut it never was some¬ 
thing that 1 even consid¬ 
ered pursuing as a job.” 

While teaching in 
Beijing in the early 20(M)s a 
friend convinced her to go 
to an open tnike night at a 
students’ pub near Peking 
University. 

“1 started playing and 
the host of the open mike 
session really sort of 
pushed me, saying that he 
really liked my music and 
asking if 1 wrote songs,” 
said Tschritter. 

“1 played some of my 
songs. That was what got 
me really playing music 
more.” 

She had started compos¬ 
ing songs after being 
asked by former Olds resi¬ 
dent Alex Galanis to pro¬ 
vide original music for his 
film project. 

“That was a neat little 
push,” said Tschritter. 

During her first year in 


(’hina, she did music for 
fun, doing a few shows 
hen* and there and playing 
at exhibitions. During her 
second year, a show busi¬ 
ness agent [)aired her with 
a Liberian hand, consist¬ 
ing of cou()le Marion and 
Emanuel Uechuwe, to 
play a regular gig at a five- 
star hotel. During that 
time, Phnanuel Uechuwe 
rose to fame, thanks to an 
appearance on CUTV New- 
Year’s Gala, which is 
watched by more than 700 
million people. 

Tschritter ended up 
singing backup vocals on 
Uechuwe’s first album and 
on many of his 'TV appear- 
iuices. “It was an opportu¬ 
nity to work with the best 
producers in the country,” 
she .said. 

“It was such a neat expe¬ 
rience for me, being that I 
had just started.” 

After being promi.sed a 
backup singer job on 
Uechuwe’s first tour, 
Tschritter came back to 
(’anada for a short period 
before going to Germany 
to visit her father. Her 
father quickly convinced 
her to stay with him for a 
while and to experience 
the busker’s life in 
Euroi)e. 

“I had never been to 
Phirope. It was a great 
opportunity,” she siiid. 

“I could husk and do the 
true singer/songwriter’s 
dream of travelling around 


by train.” 

While preparing for a 
show with her fatlu'r and 
brother, Tschritter met 
future husband Tobias 
Kalden, whom her father 
had engaged as a sound 
engineer. The couple 
remained in Germany for a 
few years, before moving 
to Didshury in .hdy 2010. 

Since moving here, 
Tschritter has played a lot 
of shows in local bars and 
festivals. Her Dec. 17 
show at Tracks Pub in 
Olds will he her third time 
performing there. 

The show begins at 8 
p.m. 

While she intends to play 
music from her 2(M)8 dehut 
EF and songs that she has 
yet to record, Tschritter 
will al.so play covers. 

“A lot of the time, I will 
he starting a cover song 
and people do not know 
what it is. You see the peo¬ 
ple’s heads kind of tilt and 
they know the song, but 
they cannot figure out 
what it is,” she said. 

“I really enjoy doing 
that. That is the fun thing 
about being a singer/song¬ 
writer.” 

While her music .style is 
often described as indie 
folk, she often wanders 
into the arenas of jazz, 
country, rock, and con¬ 
temporary. 

Her plans for 2012 
include recording a full- 
length album.

Alberta’s prosperity

(^11 the other h;uid, when small businesses are 
forced to cut back or even close due to unreason¬ 
able amounts of goveniment red tape it is bad 
news for everyone. 

In an attempt to help the small business com¬ 
munity in Alberta thrive and grow, the provincial 
government has launched a new task force with 
the stated aim of streamlining provincial regula¬ 
tory hurdles that small businesses currently have 
to jump through to carry on their day-to-day 
activities.

Rocky Mountain House MLA TV Lund, will work 
w it h small business leaders and associations from 
across Alberta over the next 60 days to gather 
input about improving the regulatory environ¬ 
ment in which small business operates, says 
Premier Alison Redford. 

“Without small business, our province’s eco¬ 
nomic growth would simply not be possible,” said 
Redford. 

“Alberta has the largest number of small busi¬ 
nesses per capita in Canada and we want to 
ensure that we have the right rules in place for 
health, safety and the environment while reduc¬ 
ing the regulatory burden that gets in the way of 
business doing its Job.

“The task force will make recommendations for 
Alberta's regulatory processes to improve quality 
and address issues of ‘red tape’ burden from 
provincial reciuirements on an on-going basis 
w hile ensuring the protection of the environment, 
and the health and safety of Albertans.” 

As one of the longest ('urrent serving MLAs and 
a fonner county reeve, TV Lund is a good choice 
to head this new task force, which is expected to 
I)resent its final report, including recommenda¬ 
tions, to the Redford government by the end of 
March. The Tories will then, in turn, decide which 
recommendatioris, if any, to act upon. 


During its consultations the task force will no 
doubt hear from small business owners and 
small business association officials that stream¬ 
lining regulatory barriers will make good busi¬ 
ness sense and help the overall provincial 
economy. 

Hopefully the Alberta government will listen to 
the small businesses that provide submissions 
and comments to Lund’s task force and make any 
reasonable regulatory changes, while at the same 
time, as Premier Redford says, “ensuring the pro¬ 
tection of the environment, and the health and 
safety of Albertans.”
